The Janesvillo Gazette says tbe law 


make a good living in if ho will work 
and if he don't do that he ought to be 
made to do it. Tho tramp law is good PC 
far as it goes, and should be enforced 
vigorously. 


Tho Democrat is exceedingly foolish 


in its statement that the Gazette's asser- 
tion that tho present tramp Jaw .is a clis- 
j-rnco to the state, is based upon tho sea 
timental idea that all law should bo 
.made for the comfort and convenience 
of criminals. False [sentimentalism .has 
nothing to do with tho statement tho 
Gazette made. It was 'simply based on 
right and common sense. The Gazette 
maintains that the ' state prison is no 
place for the average tramp. That in- 
stitution should be the dwelling place o£ 
murderers, thieves, forgers, and per- 
sons guilty ot other groat crimes and 
misdemeanors, but tramps, who are usu- 
ally lazy vagabonds, but not criminals in 
tho usual meaning of tho term, should 
bo put to hard labor in and about county 
jails, or on streets and roads, and there 
made to work for tho benefit of the pub- 
lic. When tramps are sent to the peni- 
tentiary, generally for tho term oC OHO 
year, they virtually contribute nothing 
to tho state. Their terms are short, and 
before their services boooiu of even 
ordinary value, their terms ot sen- 
tence expire.

great importance, 'and how it shall be 
buiit so as to fitly represent, not only 
what ha did in winning for tho people 
the inestimable blessing o£ continued 
nationality,

simplicity 


of character, is a question r.bout which 
there is quite a diverse opinion. Within 
tho past two weeks, tbe editor ot the 
North American Review asked for tho 
judgment of a number of well known 
American sculptors and art critics as to 
•what euoh o memorial to General Grant 
should be. 


Launt Thompson thinks that as the 


monumontis to bo Nationnl,and to servo 
the double purpose oC honoring tho 
loro'smsmory and protecting his mortal 
part for future ages, be BugRest-s a mau- 
soleum, of Koman or Grecian Doric arch" 
iteelnre, solid o::cl eicuplo, crowned with 
a dome, and ^surmounted by an allegori- 
oal statue. Mr. Thompson would also 
hove 
a 
sarcophagus, 
massive 


in structure and simple iu design, which 
shall bo placed in a crypt, open and visi' 
ble from tho floor of the monument, or 
"mortuary temple," BO] that tho specta-

Henry Van Brunt is of tho opinion 


that tho monument should bo simple 
and not complex, and'great in s:20 and 
very lofty, and statues, bas-reliefs and 
inscriptions should tell the wonderful 
story of Grant's life. Mr, Van Brunt 
thinks that a limited number of archi- 
tect should be invited tD compete for 
the production of models. 


Olin L. Warner f rraly insists thr.t tho 


memorial to General Grant should be a 
grand mausoleum, imposing but not too j

and simple in style. The interior should 
be accessible to-the public at a11, times; 
and near tho monument, but not a part ot 
it, should be ph'ced statues'ot generals, 
naval commanders and others identified 
with General Grant during the war. 
. Wilson McDonald thinks the monu- 
ment nhould COSE not IOER than ouu 
million 
dollars, and that it should 


be worthy of tho ajje, tho people of New 
York, nnd ot tbo nation. Ho wants it 
more beautiful and grand tnan any|other 
mortuary temple of the world, and sug- 


geats that nothing but granite, glass and 
bronze shall enter into its construction 
because these are indestructable. Its 
crowning features should bo loftiness 
dignity, beauty, and grandeur. • 


Mr. Clarence Cook, the noted art crit-

TOBACCO WAREHOUSES. 


A New Building at Edgertou. 


How to Bnild a Fire Troof To- 


bacco Warehouse. 


EMBETON-, Wis., Aug. 11.—Ground was 


broken on Wednesday for another huge 
warehouse to be built by Andrew Jen- 
son, o£ this place, and which may bo re- 
garded as a model for a regular packing 
•warehouse. It will bo built of brick with 
iron roof and shutters, CitlOO feet in size, 
25 ft poets, and basement. 


Tho basement will be 8 ft. high and the 


first and second stories 32 feet each. 
Through (ho center of I he bu'Iding there 


w.'ll 
be a 12 inch brick wo1'., with iron 


doors, and running several feet above the 
roof, thus dividing the building into two 
compartments, each 32i'JOO feet. 


At the end of tho basement is a furnace 


which will scpply heat for tho steam 
pipes in the basement and office, those 
being tho only places where any heat is 
required. At th& other end cf the base- 
ment is a force pump^and hose, by which 
water may bo forced to any port of tho 
building. 


On the first floor a space 20 feet wide 


along one end of tho compartments, is 
used for an office and tho remainder of 
tho space is used for stoilsg, as is the 
second floor. 


On one side of tho building is lecciv- 


iog doors, end on one end tho shipping 
door. 


Nearly in the center of tho building is 


aa elevator, which runs from the base- 
ment to tbo 2nd floor. In the basement 
there UTO fonr windows in each end and 
five windows on each eide. Tho 1st 
floor has no windows, except in the of- 
fice, and the 2nd story has two windows 
*n each side and 2 in one end. 


The fire wall was a wise provision and 


its advantages are these: 


1st. It leaves one part of tho building 


without any stair cases or eievator, to 
promote a draught in event of a tire. 


2nd. Tho objection which insurance 


companies have to large buildings >s 
overcome. 


3d. Tho wall, being a. fire wall, will 


not expose so great an amount o£ proper- 
ty liable to bo endangered 'by the sumo 
accident. 


1th. It will be regarded jis two sep- 


arate risks and will greatly facilitate th 
procurement at largo lines of insurauc 
thereon,

esses.

cases, which is two story brick, with iron 
shutters dOilOO, and is built upon nearly 
tbe snmo plan as the one above describes 
In these warehouses there is but on 
chimney, leading direct from Ibo fur 
naceiuthe basement. 
Upon these warehouses the rate will no1 


exceed 1.25 per cent., and either otj thei: 
may be considered us models of packini 
houses.

Water-carts 
and little ditches mitigato tho nuisance to u 
considerable extent in the hotter parts 
tho well-regutntod towns, and oven on some 
of tbo country roads, but tt3 a rulo tho dustj 
brcotfo has its own way.

mountain roads, unless in some ot tho !un> 
ber-producing sections, are not so much cui 
up as those in the graiu-growins valleys 
but all of them do tbeir share toward mat 
in-- activity in tho dust business.

dustriouB animal'; being capable if uadls 
turbod ot gathering into their holes a con 
niderablo share of tco crop of u. grain flek 
or a potato-patch in vory short order. Tbo 
gophor decs his work under ground, and a 
very olToctivo mining engineer ho is. Ho 
drives bis tunnel along a row of vinos or 
troos, cutting tho roots and ultimately caus- 
ing the death of tho plants, with wonderful 
quickness and accuracy. Ho is a burden- 
some ioo oC tho alfalfa-grower, working his 
passages in nil directions Co tho detriment of 
tbe roots. To everybody -who irrigates tho 
land ho is un abomination, making in tbo 
levees and ditch-banlcs boles that allow tbo 
•water to run in any direction but that 
which it is intended to go. 


Fortunately tbo gopher is neither difllcull 


to trap nor to poison—at least -whore tun 
neling can be traced by tbo earth which ho 
bi-ings to tlio surface through his uplifts. 
In tlio nlfulfa-lields bis whereabouts aro uot 
so readiiy discernible- as in other places, and 
ho becomes a moro troublesome customer 
with -whom to deal. 
But in all gardens, 


orchards, and tho lilio liis presence must ba 
promptly detected and his progress arrested, 
or ho is more than liltoly to do irreparable 
mischief.

Fence requiremants, 
by tbo way, are to persons undertaking ag- 
riculture in California, particularly to per- 
sons of small moans, tbo stumbiing-blocksof 
greatest dimensions—almost ludicrously RO 
—for -when one's fences must be not only 
"horse-high, bull-strong, 
and pig-tight,"
